Scattered through these bills are 
provisions such as the following: 


1. If in your work you have to 
hold a cramped position for se 
many years that your muscles de- 
teriorate, you can’t collect compen- 
sation. ete 

2. The insurance carrier is given 
j2n extra-yerr in which to try to 
\disproye a compensation claim. 

3. If you sign a release for par- 
tial compensation, if your case is 
avated by complications later, 
you're just out of luck. 

4. No compensation for heart 
trouble, silicosis,.or skin troubles 
unless you jump over very difficult 
hurdles to prove specifically that 
the ailment was contracted due to 
your work. 

5. During your first year, when 
you're rated as an inexperienced 
worker, it’s just your hard luck if 
you get injured while at work. No 
compensation. 

6. The State Commission handl- 
ing your cases is denied the right 
to have a legal staff, so the insur- 
ance carriers’ legal sharpshooters 
can have it all their own way. 

7. You can’t have compensation 
for both temporary and permanent 
disability. 

8. If there’s been a safety check 
of the plant where you work within 
a year of the time you’re hurt, it’s 
your fault, not the company’s. 

9. Finally, SB 1388 sets up an en- 
tirely new concept of the Industrial 
Accident Commission: it must bé 
|made up of men of 5 years legal 
experience who have never be- 
longed to a labor union.

“But if you think they’re incred- 
ible,” said Jones, “just think of the 
laws against labor passed in other 
States which were once considered 
incredible, but are now in effect.”
